TRIBUTES  TO  DR.  DRINKER 


First   Decade   of   His   Presidency   Ob- 
served by  Alumni 

A  celebration  as  unpretentious  and 
as  genuine  as  the  man  honored. 

Such  was  the  gathering  at  the  Uni- 
versity on  June  5  when  his  fellow 
Alumni,  their  wives  and  daughters^ — a 
thousand  in  all — told  Henry  Sturgis 
Drinker  in  speeches,  cheers  and  songs 
what  they  think  of  him  and  of  his  ten 
years'  service  as  President  of  Lehigh. 
Lacking  any  element  of  display — Dr. 
Drinker  had  given  his  ultimatum  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation that  there  must  be  none — the 
Alumni    Luncheon    in    the    University 


dining  liall  resolved  itself  into  a  dem- 
onstration that  was  delightful  in  its 
spontaneity  and  warmth. 

The  feeling  of  the  student  body  was 
expressed  in  the  tribute  to  Dr.  Drinker 
contained  in  the  first  toast  following 
the  luncheon,  a  response  by  H.  A. 
Brown,  President  of  the  Class  of  1915. 
Mr.  C.  M.  Schwab,  in  a  felicitous  ad- 
dress, told  of  the  confidence  im  which 
the  Trustees  hold  "this  President  whom 
we  have  learned  to  love  because  of  his 
splendid  character  and  his  affability, 
and  to  admire  because  of  the  way  he 
gets  what  he  wants  without  particu- 
larly expressing  a  desire  that  he  wants 
it." 

The  appreciation  of  his  fellow 
Alumni   was  aptly   put   into   words   by 
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the  retiring  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion, Emil  Diebitsch,  who  spoke  in 
part  as  follows: 

"The  list  of  Drinker's  good  deeds  for  Le- 
high is  far  too  long  to  even  recite  at  a 
luncheon — for  'from  morn  till  noon  they  run, 
from  noon  till  dewy  eve — a  summer's  day.' 

"And  if  I  spoke  of  what  Dr.  Drinker  has 
accomplished  for  the  University  during  the 
past  ten  years  this  is  the  last  place  I  would 
select  in  which  to  speak,  for  all  around  us 
here  on  Lehigh's  campus  the  fruits  of  his 
efforts  are  so  evident  that  any  words  I  might 
utter  would  sound  empty  and  inadequate. 
Long  ago  the  Good  Book  spoke  words  of 
praise  of  him  who  made  two  blades  of  grass 
grow  where  only  one  grew  before  ;  what  then 
can  I  say  of  the  man  who  has  made  two 
athletic  fields  of  grass  grow  where  only  one 
grew  before. 

"In  the  list  of  buildings  on  Lehigh's 
campus  there  is  no  sound  of  Drinker's  name 
— it  is  always  someone  else's  name  inscribed 
over  the  door.  Yet  we  know  the  prevailing 
spirit,  the  guiding  hand,  in  all  of  these  monu- 
ments of  love  and  loyaltj'  to  Lehigh.  As 
Longfellow  says  of  the  Ship  of  State  : 

"  ''We  know  what  artist  laid  thy  keel, 

■^'hat  workman  wrought  thy  ribs  of  steel.' 

"And  I  say  this  not  to  detract  from  the 
praise  and  gratitude  which  we  owe  those 
other  great  friends  of  Lehigh  who  have 
brought  gifts  to  the  University,  but  rather  to 
emphasize  that  spirit  of  self-effacement 
which  is  so  characteristic  of  the  President  of 
Lehigh. 

""^'hile  I  came  here  to  praise  Drinker,  not 
to  blame  him,  truth  compels  me  to  state  that 
his  sense  of  proportion  is  not  properly  ad- 
justed. He  always  overrates  the  efforts  of 
others  and  under-values  his  own  work  when 
anything  is  done  for  Lehigh. 

"To  offset  this  most  amiable  defect  he  has 
the  most  wonderful  faculty  of  controlling  a 
situation  without  supplanting  those  in  com- 
mand. He  never  dominates  a  situation — he 
simply  permeates  it,  inspires  it,  absorbs  it, 
controls  it  and  yet  leaves  it  in  command  of 
those  who  are  directing  it. 

"Take  the  present  executive  committee  of 
this  Association,  '^'e  passed  a  resolution  to 
give  a  dinner  and  a  loving  cup  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  on  Alumni  Day  and  to 
bring  to  our  assistance  able  speakers  to 
praise  the  work  done  here  during  the  past 
ten  years — and  what  is  the  result  ?  The 
President  is  giving  the  dinner,  be  is  the  host, 
we  are  the  guests  and  as  usual  he  is  doing 
the  praising.  We  stand  here  with  empty' 
hands  and  faltering  words  because  he  wished 
it  so. 

"I  am  mentioning  these  facts  because  next 
June  we  will  celebrate  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  the  University  and 
Dr.  Drinker  has  got  to  be  present  on  that 
occasion.  That  will  be  our  opportunity  to 
tell  him  what  we  think  of  him  and  I  enjoy  in 
anticipation  his  consternation,  for  he  is  much 
more  afraid  of  praise  than  he  is  of  hard 
work. 


"And  praise  he  is  sure  to  get ;  for  when  we 
look  through  the  treasures  which  Lehigh  has 
accumulated  during  the  past  fifty  years  we 
will  be  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the 
most  precious  jewel  in  her  crown  is  the 
loyalty  of  her  sons,  typified  and  brought  to 
its  highest  perfection  in  the  tireless,  un- 
flagging, unselfish  loyalty  of  her  great  alum- 
nus, Henry  S.  Drinker." 

In  the  course  of  the  Alumni  Address 
at  the  graduation  exercises  on  June  8, 
Dr.  E.  H.  Williams,  jr.,  '75,  said,  fol- 
lowing comment  upon  the  changes  in 
Lehigh  life  due  to  the  new  buildings: 

"In  other  institutions  there  have  been  like 
progresses,  and  like  rejoicings.  Lehigh  has 
one  of  its  own  which  is  unique.  It  is  that  we 
have  a  President  of  our  own  :  bone  of  our 
bone :  blood  of  our  blood  :  with  mutual  feel- 
ings and  interests  :  a  part  of  our  history  from 
the  days  of  prosperity  through  those  of  ad- 
versity and  to  the  present.  It  is  because  he 
does  not  content  himself  with  saying  to  his 
undergraduates  : 

"  'In  the  catalogue  ye  go  for  men,' 

but  to  him  they  are  individuals,  with  troubles, 
which  he  ascertains,  and  ameliorates.  It  is 
not  in  a  spirit  of  laudation,  but  because 
Henry  S;  Drinker  has  so  interwoven  his  per- 
sonality with  the  morale  of  Lehigh,  that  my 
review  of  the  fortv  years  can  not  disregard 
it." 

The  Ivy  Oration,  delivered  by  H.  M. 
Search,  '15,  at  the  close  of  the  1915 
Class  Da3'  exercises',  on  June  7,  con- 
tained this  paragraph: 

"■^'e  have  seen  the  greatest  transition  period 
that  Lehigh  has  ever  known,  the  crowning 
features  of  which  have  come  to  pass  during 
the  last  four  years  of  Dr.  Drinker's  first 
decade  as  President  of  the  University.  It  is 
the  heartfelt  wish  of  the  Class  of  Nineteen 
Hundred  and  Fifteen,  as  we  congratulate  Dr. 
Drinker  today,  that  he  may  lead  Lehigh  to 
still  greater  glories  in  the  future." 

In  its  Commencement  issue,  the 
"Brown  and  'White,"  the  student  news- 
paper, said  editorially: 

"Today  the  graduation  exercises  of  the  Uni- 
versity are  of  more  than  usual  interest  to 
every  Lehigh  man.  .  .  .  because  the  oc- 
casion marks  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Dr. 
Drinker's  administration  as  President  of  Le- 
high University.  To  Dr.  Drinker,  whose 
heart  and  soul  are  alw-ays  with  the  student- 
body,  any  effort  on  our  part  to  express  fitting 
congratulations  or  appreciation  for  his  in- 
terest in  the  welfare  of  the  student-body  can 
be  none  other  than  inadequate  ;  we  realize  we 
owe  much,  and  no  matter  w^hat  benevolent 
deeds  toward  our  Alma  Mater  may  be  en- 
acted in  the  future  from  any  of  us,  we  must 
remain  debtors  for  life  to  the  man  who  has 
done  so  much  for  us  while  undergraduates."

Large  Attendance  at  Association  Meet- 
ing and  Luncheon 

The  program  of  Alumni  Day  at  the 
University,  on  June  5,  passed  off  in 
successful  pursuance  of  the  plan  to 
make  it  subordinate  and  preparatory 
to  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Lehigh's 
founding  next  year.  The  keynote  of 
the  day,  quietly  but  firmly  sounded, 
was  one  of  praise  for  Dr.  Drinker  up- 
on the  completion  of  ten  most  fruitful 
years  as  President  of  Lehigh.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  speeches  reported  in  the 
foregoing  pages  there  was  an  outpour- 
ing of  warm  personal  congratulations 
when  the  alumni  and  their  wives  and 
daughters  met  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Drinker 
during  the  day  and  at  the  President's 
Reception  in  the  evening. 

Without  any  unusual  effort  to  have 
it  so,  the  attendance  was  large.  Every- 
body was  promptly  labeled  upon  re- 
porting at  the  Alumni  Room  in  Drown 
Memorial  Hall  and  the  tags  with  name 
and  class  proved  invaluable  first-aid  to 
lapsing  memories.  The  assemblage 
shook  hands  with  itself  all  around  and 
had  a  very  jolly  time  indeed.  For  the 
smoothness  with  which  details  were 
handled  thanks  are  du0  Professor 
George  C.  Beck,  '03,  Chairman  of  the 
local  Committee  on  Arrangements,  and 
H.  P.  Smith,  "10. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni 
Association  was  held  in  Drown  Me- 
morial Hall  at  11  A.M.  President  Bmil 
Diebitsch,  '89,  was  in  charge.  The 
following  were  elected  officers  for 
1915-1916: 

President,  Robert  S.  Perry,  '88.

The  Report  of  the  Alumni  Trustees 
on  the  Finances  of  the  University  was 
rendered  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Wilbur,  Treas- 
urer of  the  University  and  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board.  It  showed,  as  did  the  reports 
last  year  and  the  year  before,  a  small 
credit  balance  of  receipts  over  ex- 
penditures for  the  fiscal  year — a  very 
creditable  showing. 

P.  A.  Lambert,  '83,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  reported  that: 


The  operation  of  the  Alumni  Bulletin  for 
the  year  has  cost  the  Association  $758.65. 
The  bill  for  printing  and  postage  of  the  As- 
sociation this  year  is  $683.01  less  than  it 
was  the  year  before  the  University  took  over 
the  publication  of  the  List  of  Alumni  and 
Students.  The  total  operation  expenses  of 
the  Association  are  practically  the  same  under 
the  new  arrangement  as  under  the  old.  A 
drop  of  over  $500  in  dues  paid  during  the 
year  explains  the  reduction  in  the  balance  on 
hand. 

The  report  stated  that  the  cash  pay- 
ments to  the  Alumni  Endowment 
Fund  up  to  June,  1915,  amount  to 
$87,403,  paid  in  by  930  subscribers. 
The  total  of  cash  payments  up  to  June 
in  previous  years  were  as  follows: 
1911,  $43,801;  1912,  $59,282;  1913, 
$73,060;  and  1914,  $79,936. 

The  Treasurer  reported  receipts 
amounting  to  $3285.14,  and  expendi- 
tures amounting  to  $2125.04,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $1160.10. 

Secretary  Lambert  reported  the 
award  of  various  Alumni  prizes  and 
the  deaths  of  twenty-one  Lehigh  men 
during  the  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported 
that  E.  G.  Grace,  '99,  and  S.  T.  Harle- 
man,  '01,  were  elected  Alumni  mem- 
bers of  the  University  Athletic  Com- 
mittee. 

Two  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  were  passed.  They  will 
be  printed  in  full  in  the  Alumni  Pro- 
ceedings. The  changes  provide  that 
persons  receiving  honorary  degrees 
from  the  University  shall  become  hon- 
orary members  of  the  Association  and 
that  "The  three  senior  honorary 
Alumni  Trustees  shall  constitute  a 
nominating  committee  to  prepare  a 
list  of  nominations  for  officers  to  be 
voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association." 

The  annual  dues  were  fixed  at  $2.00.

THE  REUNION  CUP 


Class  of  '91  Offers  Trophy  for  Largest 
Attendance  Each  Year 

At  the  Alumni  Luncheon  in  the  Uni- 
versity Commons,  on  June  5,  Walton 
Forstall,  Secretary  of  the  Class  of  '91, 
announced  the  donation  of  a  trophy  to 
be  called  "The  Reunion  Cup."  This 
will  be  awarded  for  the  first  time  at 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  exercises  of 
the  University,  in  June,  1916,  to  the 
class  bringing  back  the  largest  propor- 
tion of  its  living  members.  All  mem- 
bers of  a  class,  graduates  and  non- 
graduates,  are  counted  in  this  compe- 
tition. 

"The  Class  of  1891  will  hold  its  25th 
reunion  in  June,  1916,  and  will  do  its 
best  to  be  the  first  holder  of  the  Cup, 
but  if  it  should  be  so  fortunate,  it 
would  be  disappointed  if  there  were 
not  many  other  classes  very  close  be- 
hind. Here's  hoping  for  a  close  race 
and  the  best  of  wishes  to  the  winner." 

The  rules  follow: 

I.  The  cup  is  presented  as  a  perpetual 
trophy  for  annual  competition  among  the 
Classes  of  Lehigh  University.  All  Classes 
may  compete  for  it,  irrespective  of  date  of 
graduation  or  size  of  membership. 

II.  The  cup  shall  annually  be  awarded  to 
that  Class  which  shall  have  the  largest  per- 
centage of  its  living  membership  in  attend- 
ance at  Alumni  Day.  This  percentage  shall 
be  determined  by  dividing  the  number  of 
members  in  actual  attendance  by  the  number 
of  living  Class  members.  The  living  Class 
membership  shall  be  taken  as  that  given  in 
the  most  recently  published  list  of  Alumni  of 
Lehigh  University,  and  shall  include  non- 
graduates  as  well  as  graduates  ;  provided 
that  proof  shall  be  permitted  of  the  death  of 
any  member  or  members  since  the  publica- 
tion of  the  last  University  list ;  provided  fur- 
ther that  any  Class  graduated  since  the  pub- 
lication of  the  most  recent  list  of  Alumni  of 
Lehigh  University  shall  be  TTorr"''*'od  to  file 
with  the  Committee  hereinafter  mentioned,  a 


list  of  its  members,  certified  by  its  Secretary, 
which  list  shall  be  accepted  as  the  member- 
ship of  that  Class  until  the  publication  of  the 
next  University  list ;  provided  further  that 
when  members  assigned  by  the  University 
list  to  any  particular  Class  shall  in  writing 
declare  their  desire  to  be  considered  with 
another  Class,  such  desire  shall  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  award  be  considered  as  listing 
them  with  the  Class  of  their  choice ;  and 
provided  further  that  any  non-graduate 
whose  address  is  unknown  and  who  has  been 
connected  with  more  than  one  Class  shall  not 
be  counted  in  any  way. 

III.  For  the  purposes  of  this  competition, 
attendance  at  Alumni  Day  shall  be  taken  to 
mean  actual  personal  presence  in  South  Beth- 
lehem at  any  time  between  the  hours  of  12 
noon  on  the  Friday  preceding  Alumni  Day 
and  12  noon  of  Alumni  Day. 

IV.  The  award  of  the  cup  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  Committee  of  Judges,  consist- 
ing of  officers  of  the  Alumni  Association,  be- 
ing the  incumbents  for  the  time  being  of  the 
offices  of  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
and  Archivist.  In  the  event  of  the  inability 
of  any  one  of  these  gentlemen  to  serve  in 
any  year,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  desig- 
nate a  substitute  to  act  in  his  place  with  the 
same  powers.  The  Committee  may  act  by  a 
majority  of  its  number  and  its  decision  upon 
the  award  of  the  cup  shall  be  final. 

V.  Not  later  than  1  o'clock  p.m.  on 
Alumni  Day,  any  Class  desiring  to  compete 
for  the  cup  shall  file  with  the  Committee,  or 
any  of  its  members,  a  list,  duly  certified  by 
its  Class  Secretary,  of  the  members  of  the 
Class  in  attendance  at  that  Alumni  Day,  to- 
gether with  the  number  of  its  living  mem- 
bership as  given  in  the  last  list  of  Alumni 
of  Lehigh  University  (unless  modified  as  pro- 
vided in  Rule  II)  and  the  percentage  of 
living  membership  in  attendance.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  then  proceed  to  award  the  cup 
to  the  Class  having  the  largest  percentage  of 
its  living  membership  in  attendance,  and  an- 
nouncement of  the  award  shall  be  made,  if 
possible,  at  the  Alumni  Luncheon,  and,  in 
any  event,  in  the  Alumni  Bulletin  and  also 
in  the  Alumni  Proceedings  next  published 
after  Alumni  Day.  The  Committee  shall  have 
the  right  to  call  for  any  and  all  such  further 
information  as  it  ma^  require  in  the  proper 
determination  of  the  award. 

VI.  Each  Class  winning  the  cup  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  engraved  thereon  the  name 
of  the  Class,  the  date  of  the  Alumni  Day,  the 
number  of  members  in  attendance  and  the 
percentage  of  living  membership.  The  en- 
graving shall  be  done  under  the  supervision 
of  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Class  of  1891. 
Tt'he  cup  shall  be  preserved  on  exhibition  in 
some  public  place  in  the  University  build- 
ings, preferably  in  the  Trophy  Room  ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  with  the  consent  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Class  of  1891, 
the  cup  may  be  permitted  to  be  removed  for 
temporary  periods  by  the  Class  winning  it  at 
the  Alumni  Day  last  past,  in  such  event,  said 
Class  shall  be  responsible  for  its  safe  keep- 
ing and  its  safe  return. 

VII.  The  Class  of  1891  reserves  the  right 
through  its  Executive  Committee  to  alter  or 
amend  these  rules  should  necessity  arise,  and 
due  notice  of  any  such  alterations  or  amend- 
ments will  be  published  in  the  Alumni 
Bulletin. 
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COMMENCEMENT  EXERCISES 


1915    Graduates    Were    Addressed    by 
Prof.   Williams — Prize  Awards 

Ninety  members  of  the  Class  of  1915 
and  six  postgraduate  students  received 
Lehigh  degrees  at  the  exercises  of 
University  Day,  in  Packer  Memorial 
Church,  on  Tuesday  morning,  June  8. 

The  Alumni  Address  to  the  gradu- 
ates was  delivered  by  Edward  H.  Wil- 
liams, jr.,  A.B.,  B.S.,  '75,  E.M.,  '76, 
Sc.D.,  LL.D.,  ''13,  who  was  Professor 
of  Mining  and  Geology  from  1881  to 
1902,  and  who  is  now  a  Lecturer  of 
the  University.  This  address,  "A  Re- 
trospect of  Forty  Years,"  is  being 
printed  in  full  by  the  University  and  it 
will  be  sent  to  Alumni  upon  applica- 
tion. 

Tracing  the  change  of  sentiment 
from  the  time  when  "no  gentleman 
could  by  any  possibility  have  engaged 
in  a  walk  in  life  outside  the  three 
'genteel'  professions,  theology,  law, 
and  medicine,"  to  the  present  day 
when  "we  see  technical  men  placed  in 
the  seats  of  the  mighty  and  honored 
with  the  highest  academic  degrees," 
Professor  Williams  declared  "Lehigh 
University  has  played  a  large  and  high 
part  in  effecting  that  change."  Among 
the  names  mentioned  for  their  influ- 
ence in  Lehigh  history  were  John 
Fritz,  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  Thomas  M. 
Drown,  Mansfield  Merriman,  Joseph 
F.  Klein,  Charles  L.  Taylor  and  Presi- 
dent Drinker.  "And,"  added  Professor 
Williams,  "we  miss  Jim  Myers." 

Then  followed  a  review  of  certain 
material  and  scholastic  improvements 
at  the  University — Drown  Memorial 
Hall,  the  dormitories,  Taylor  Gymna- 
sium and  Field,  the  Conference  School 
headed  by  Professor  Lambert,  '8  3. 

"Cleanliness,  Honor,  Trustworthi- 
ness—the trinity  of  a  technical  man's 
creed — ^have  ever  been  held  before  the 
eyes  of  the  undergraduates  of  Lehigh 
University." 

"You  can  share  my  rejoicing  at  the 
changes  wrought  in  the  estimation  of  the 
technical  school  :  In  the  superior  facilities  for 
the  preparatory  work :  in  the  status  of  the 
Lehigh  graduates  :  in  the  greater  adequacy  of 
equipment :  in  the  specialization  of  work 
among  the  members  of  a  far  larger  and  more 
able  faculty  :  in  the  greatly  increased  roll  of 
students,  and  especially  of  those  in  post- 
graduate work  :  in  the  cordiality  of  the  inter- 
course between  Town  and  Gown  :  in  the  spirit 


of  honor  which  dominates  undergraduate 
work.  And  you  can  join  with  me  in  wishing 
that  that  plain,  kindly  man,  our  honored 
founder,  Asa  Packer,  could  rejoice  with  us 
as,  with  the  close  of  these  exercises,  we  enter 
upon  the  fiftieth  year  of  our  university  life — 
a  life  so  crowned  with  honorable  work."

H.  A.  Foerlng  Retires  Fi-om  B.  P.  S. 

At  the  Commencement  exercises  of 
the  Bethlehem  Preparatory  School,  on 
June  4,  Howard  A.  Foering,  B.S.,  '90, 
Headmaster  of  the  School,  announced 
his  retirement. 

Mr.  Foering  was  identified  with  this 
school  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  for  seven  years  as  a  teacher 
and  the  remaining  time  as  Head- 
master. When,  upon  the  death  of  Dr. 
Ulrich,  in  1897,  Mr.  Foering  assumed 
the  direction  of  what  was  then  the  Le- 
high Preparatory  School,  there  were 
twenty-six  students,  of  whom  three 
were  boarders,  and  the  school  was  lo- 
cated in  an  inadequate  building  on 
New  Street,  Bethlehem. 

Fourteen  years  ago  the  first  building 
of  the  new  Bethlehem  Preparatory 
School  was  erected  on  the  present 
grounds  in  the  west  side  of  Bethlehem. 
The  growth  and  expansion  have  been 
regular  and  continuous  and  Bethlehem 
Preparatory  School  has  won  a  posi- 
tion among  the  important  schools  of 
its  character  in  the  East.  Nearly  1500 
students  prepared  there  have  entered 
leading  colleges  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Foering  paid  tribute  in  his  ad- 
dress to  F.  A.  Johnson,  '04,  who,  as 
Assistant  Headmaster,  has  done  much 
in  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
school. 

President  Drinker,  of  Lehigh,  in 
speaking  at  the  exercises,  referred  to 
the  steady  stream  of  Bethlehem  Pre- 
paratory School  students  who  have  en- 
tered Lehigh  and  he  said:  "In  accept- 
ing them  at  entrance  on  Mr.  Poering's 
certificate,  experience  has  shown  us 
that  the  certificate  of  this  school  is 
absolutely  reliable  as  to  the  scholastic 
efficiency  of  its  graduates  and  their  fit 
preparation  to  enter  college." 

Mr.  Peering,  who  retires  because  of 
the  strain  upon  his  health,  will  be  suc- 
ceeded by  John  Mitchell  Tuggey,  who 
together  with  Mr.  Johnson,  will  direct 
the  school.  Mr.  Tuggey  was  graduated 
at  Union  College  in  1900  with  the  de- 
gree of  B.A.  and,  following  a  post- 
graduate course  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh,  received  the  degree  of 
M.A.        He     taught     at     the     Gunnery 
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School  for  two  years,  in  Thurston  Pre- 
paratory School  for  five  years,  and  has 
been  owner  and  headmaster  of  the 
Boys'  Collegiate  School  in  Pittsburgh 
for  the  past  seven  years.

Liehigh    Teams    Did    Well    On    Track, 
Diamond  and  Lacrosse  Field 

The  1915  Track  Team  is  fairly  en- 
titled to  head  the  column  in  the  re- 
view of  spring  sports  at  the  University. 
Its  record  includes  victories  in  dual 
meets  over  Lafayette,  Bucknell  and 
Stevens,  the  winning  of  first  place  in 
its  class  in  the  Penn  Relays,  a  good 
showing  in  the  medley  relay  against 
Yale,  Chicago,  Pennsylvania  and 
Princeton,  and  the  breaking  of  seven 
former  Lehigh  records  in  sprint,  dis- 
tance and  field  events. 

The  success  of  the  Lehigh  Relay 
Team,  in  indoor  races  in  February  and 
March,  was  told  in  the  April  issue  of 
the  Bulletin.  In  the  races  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  on  April 
24,  the  Lehigh  quartet,  Burke,  Carl- 
son, Hanway  and  Morrissey,  won  com- 
fortably from  Rutgers,  Lafayette  and 
other  teams  in  the  class.  Competing 
in  a  medley  relay,  an  innovation, 
Burke,  Carlson,  Hanway  and  McGrath 
finished  fourth,  a  trifle  behind  Penn- 
sylvania and  ahead  of  Princeton. 

On  May  1,  in  the  first  of  the  dual 
meets,  Lehigh  defeated  Bucknell,  on 
Taylor  Field,  83  to  29.  The  one  team 
to  which  Lehigh  bowed  was  the  strong 
aggregation  of  Penn  State,  which 
evened  up,  78  to  34,  for  Lehigh's  10 
to  2  lacrosse  victory  three  weeks 
earlier. 

Stevens  was  met,  on  May  12,  and 
Lehigh  scored  73  points  to  39  by  the 
engineers  from  Hoboken. 

In  the  Middle  States  Intercollegiates 
at  Haverford,  on  May  15,  Lehigh  was 
third  with  20  points.  Middle  States' 
records  for  the  half  mile  and  mile 
were  broken  by  Captain  Burke  and 
McGrath,  respectively. 

The  Lafayette  team,  which  had 
scored  2  2  points  at  Haverford,  and 
which  later  defeated  Rutgers,  the  In- 
tercollegiate winner,  fell  before  Le- 
high in  the  big  event  of  the  season  for 
both  on  Taylor  Field.  May  19.  Lafa- 
yette excelled  in  the  weight  events  and 
hurdles,  and  took  six  firsts,  six  seconds 
and  first  and  second  in  the  hammer 
throw.  The  Lehigh  men  were  unbeat- 
ably  fast  in  the  track  events  and  cap- 
tured eight  firsts,  ei^ht  seconds  and  in 
the  mile,  half  mile  and  pole  vault  took 


first  and  second  places.  The  final  score 
was  64  to   48.

Record  equal- 
led by  Carlson  in  the  Lafayette  meet. 

220  yards,  Morrissey,  22  3-5  seconds, 
in  the  Lafayette  meet. 


Baseball  Review 

The  1915  baseball  season  at  the  Uni- 
versity was  successful,  even  though 
the  team  lost  the  Lafayette  series,  one 
game  to  two.  Out  of  18  contests 
played,  Lehigh  won  13  and  lost  5,  a 
percentage  of  .722,  which,  it  is  said, 
places  the  Brown  and  White  sixth  in 
standing  among  Eastern  college  nines. 

After  losing  the  opening  game  of  the 
season  with  Catholic  University,  Le- 
high made  a  record  of  six  straight  vic- 
tories over  Syracuse  University,  Ham- 
ilton College,  Seton  Hall  College,  Cres- 
cent A.  C,  of  Brooklyn,  Washington 
and  Jefferson  College  and  Villa  Nova 
College. 

West  Point  preserved  its  own  won- 
derful record  and  broke  Lehigh's 
when,  in  a  pitcher's  battle  with  Ander- 
son, Neyland  won  his  eighteenth  con- 
secutive victory  for  the  Army.  The 
score  was  2  to  0. 

Five  successes  for  Lehigh  in  as 
many  games  followed.  Against  Gettys- 
burg, Muhlenberg,  Ursinus,  Lebanon 
Valley  and  Dickinson,  the  Brown  and 
White  scored  a  total  of  40  runs  to  11 
by  opponents. 

Decidedly  off  edge  after  this  tri- 
umphal sequence,  the  team  played  in 
its  poorest  form  of  the  season  in  the 
first  game  with  Lafayette,  on  Taylor 
Field,  on  May  15.  Lafayette  deserv- 
edly won,  3  to  1.  Rain  interrupted 
the  second  contest  of  this  series  after 
three  and  a  half  innings,  with  Lehigh 
ahead  by  one  run.  The  promise  shown 
was     fulfilled     when     the     game     was 
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played  off  at  Easton  on  the  following 
Saturday.  Pitcher  Gerard,  of  Lafa- 
yette, who  had  been  the  rival  of  An- 
derson in  each  of  the  five  games  in 
two  years,  was  hit  hard  and  this,  to- 
gether with  poor  support,  lost  for 
Lafayette,  8  to  2.  In  the  Alumni  Day 
game  the  players  were  at  lower  than 
their  best  form.  Lafayette  won,  7  to 
4.  Lafayette  used  two  pitchers,  Dunn 
and  Hammer,  the  latter  doing  excel- 
lent work.  Anderson  pitched  the  en- 
tire game  for  Lehigh.

Five  Liacrosse  Victories 

The  "Brown  and  White,"  in  its  issue 
of  May  21,  gave  the  following  review 
of  lacrosse  at  Lehigh: 

The  lacrosse  season  which  has  just  closed 
was  a  successful  one.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Hopkins  game,  which  lost  the  Southern 
Championship  for  the  Brown  and  White,  and 
the  Crescent  A.  C.  and  Cornell  games,  every 
match  was  won  by  Lehigh.  The  success  of 
the  season  is  not  determined  by  the  champion- 
ship. The  team  worked  hard  and  put  up  as 
fine  and  consistent  a  game  of  lacrosse  as  has 
been  seen  at  Lehigh  for  some  time. 


The  season  opened  on  April  7,  when  the 
Cornell  aggregation  held  Lehigh  to  a  tie 
score,  1  to  1.  Three  days  later.  Stevens  went 
down  to  defeat  by  a  score  of  15  to  3.  Penn 
State  and  Swarthmore  were  defeated  10  to  2 
and  11  to  1,  respectively.  On  May  1,  Johns 
Hopkins  virtually  won  the  Southern  Cham- 
pionship by  defeating  Lehigh  5  to  4  in  one  of 
the  best  lacrosse  games  played  in  Baltimore 
for  some  time.  The  Indians  lost  3  to  0, 
while  in  order  to  win  second  place  in  the 
championship  race,  U.  of  P.  was  defeated 
4  to  3.  Last  Saturday,  the  season  closed 
when  the  Crescent  A.  C.  won  the  final  game 
by  a  score  of  5  to  1. 

The  team  as  a  team  and  man  to  man  was 
one  of  the  best  that  Lehigh  has  ever  had. 
Coach  Grimes  began  the  season  without  the 
brightest  prospects.  Through  graduation, 
several  men  were  lost,  though  many  of  last 
year's  scrub  team  had  had  considerable  ex- 
perience. At  the  beginning  of  the  season  the 
offense  was  weak,  but  this  department  soon 
took  a  brace. 

Hoban,  playing  at  second  attack,  was  in- 
jured in  the  Stevens  game  and  was  unable  to 
get  back  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  Jenness, 
Sexton  and  Desmond  played  a  good  game,  it 
being  their  first  year  on  the  'Varsity.  Cap- 
tain-Elect Green  was  the  most  aggressive 
man  on  the  .team.  Kirby  and  Joy  divided 
honors  for  high  scoring,  while  Mayers  and 
Captain  Buck  were  runners  up. 


Tennis  at  Liehigh 

Showing  improvement  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  season,  the  Lehigh  tennis 
team  defeated  Lafayette,  4  to  2.  in  the 
first  match  and  tied  in  the  second,  3  to 
3,  and  also  won  from  Penn  State,  4  to 
2.  The  most  decisive  defeat  was  in 
meeting  the  crack  Columbia  team, 
which  captured  every  set.  Hill  School 
won  in  Lehigh's  opening  match  and, 
in  the  short  southern  trip,  Lehigh  lost 
to  Johns  Hopkins  and  tied  with  the 
Navy.

OBITUARY 


William  G.  McMUIau,  "75 

The  Bulletin  has  received  from 
Wyndham  Stokes,  B.S.,  '88,  E.M.,  '89, 
of  Welch,  W.  Va.,  a  letter  giving  facts 
not  generally  known  to  Lehigh  men 
about  the  accidental  death  of  William 
George  McMillan,  '75,  near  Florence, 
Colorado,  on  July  14,  1907: 

"He  was  born  in  Moscow,  Russia.  Sep- 
tember 28,  1853.  'Big'  McMillan,  as  he  was 
known,  was  famous  among  the  older  Alumni 
at  Lehigh  University,  and  his  death  will  be 
received  with  sincere  regret.  After  leaving 
Lehigh  he  engaged  in  civil  engineering,  and 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  the  West.  At  the 
time  he  was  killed  he  fell  off  a  box  car,  and 
struck  his  temple  against  the  rail  so  that  his 
death  seems  to  have  been  instantaneous.  He 
was  among  strangers,  and  his  body  was 
identified  by  a  letter  to  him  from  his  brother. 
Prof.  Charles  McMillan,  of  Princeton,  New 
■Jersey.  He  was  buried  in  the  family  plot  at 
Oakwood  Cemetery,  Troy,  N.  Y." 

M.  Joseph  Xowlan.  '7.' 

The  "Philadelphia  Record"  of  June 
13  had  the  following  obituary: 

M.  Joseph  Nowlan.  prominent  in  fire  in- 
surance circles  of  Philadelphia  for  more  than 
thirty  years,  died  Friday  night  at  his  home, 
Xo.  1831  North  Seventeenth  Street,  after  a 
short  illness.  With  him  at  the  time  of  his 
death  were  the  members  of  his  immediate 
family,   Mr.  and  Mrs.  P.  J.  Barry,   the  latter

his  sister,  and  his  niece,  Mrs  William  Dona- 
hoe,  of  Wilmington. 

Mr.  Nowlan  was  born  in  1854,  at  Front 
and  Laurel  Streets.  His  early  education  was 
received  at  St.  Michael's  Parochial  School. 
He  was  graduated  from  La  Salle  College  in 
1873  and  entered  the  sophomore  class  at  Le- 
high University  for  the  study  of  chemistry 
prior  to  a  medical  course  at  Heidelberg,  Ger- 
many. Two  weeks  before  his  graduation  with 
the  class  of  1876,  however,  the  death  of  his 
father  necessitated  the  abandonment  of  his 
proposed  medical  career  and  the  devotion  of 
his  attention  to  the  business  of  his  father's 
wagon  factory.  Upon  the  sale  of  that  busi- 
ness he  became  chemist  at  his  uncle's  mills 
in  Kensington. 

In  1881  he  entered  the  insurance  business 
with  the  Union  Insurance  Company  of  Phila- 
delphia, of  which  he  later  became  vice-presi- 
dent. When  the  owners  of  the  Union  In- 
surance Company  took  over  the  Insurance 
Company  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  he  be- 
came the  vice-president  of  that  company 
also.  Following  the  consolidation  of  these 
two  companies  with  the  Spring  Garden,  Mr. 
Nowlan  went  with  the  American  Union  Fire 
Insurance  Company  and  its  subsidiaries  in 
the  capacity  of  superintendent  of  agencies, 
and  upon  the  failure  of  that  corporation  he 
was  retained  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner's 
appointee  to  the  receivership,  Thomas  B. 
Donaldson,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Helen  M.  Now- 
lan, and  his  son,  Philip  Nowlan. 

Henry  Richards,  E.M.,  '76 

Stricken  with  apoplexy  while  at 
work  in  the  yard  of  his  home,  at 
Dover,  N.  J.,  March  26,  Henry  Rich- 
ards, E.M.,  '76,  died  before  a  physician 
arrived.  Mr.  Richards  had  apparently 
been  in  good  health. 

He  was  born  at  Easton,  Pa.,  October 
17,  1854,  a  son  of  Henry  and  Jane 
(Price)  Richards.  Entering  Lehigh 
from  the  Easton  public  schools  he  was 
graduated  from  the  University  as  a 
mining  engineer  in  1876. 

His  first  active  experience  as  a  min- 
ing engineer  was  with  the  Glendon 
Iron  Company  at  Teabo,  N.  J.,  where 
he  was  in  charge  for  fifteen  years.  For 
a  time  he  was  engaged  in  his  profes- 
sion in  North  Carolina  and  for  three 
years  was  superintendent  of  mines  at 
the  Musconetcong  Iron  Works,  Stan- 
hope. After  1911  he  maintained  his 
home  and  business  headquarters  at 
Dover. 

Mr.  Richards  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners.  He 
was  a  member  of  Acacia  Lodge,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons. 

In  August,  1877,  Mr.  Richards  mar- 
ried Clara  M.'Beggs,  formerly  of  Beth- 
lehem.   Other  survivors  are  three  sons, 


Raymond,  Edgar  and  Harold  D.  Rich- 
ards, and  four  daughters,  Mrs.  Bertha 
M.  Kendig,  of  New  York,  Miss  Grace 
E.,  Miss  Marion  and  Miss  Gladys  Rich- 
ards, at  home. 

William  B.  Foote,  B.M.,   '84,  E.M.,  '86 

In  a  mine  explosion  at  Cobalt,  Can- 
ada, on  June  2  5,  William  Banks  Foote, 
of  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  lost  his  life  along 
with  another  mining  engineer,  a  resi- 
dent of  Philadelphia.  The  funeral 
took  place  at  Bainbridge,  N.  Y.,  on 
June  30. 

Mr.  Foote  was  born  on  April  3,  1859, 
at  B'£|.inbridge,  a  son  of  the  late  Rev. 
Dr.  Israel  Foote  and  Mrs.  Foote,  who 
survives.  He        prepared       at       the 

Rochester,  N.  'Y.,  Free  Academy  and 
entered  Lehigh  in  September,  1880. 
In  1884  he  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Mines  and  in  1886  the 
degree  of  Engineer  of  Mines. 

Joseph  E.  Sanborn,  B.S.,  '90 

Joseph  E.  Sanborn  died  at  Compton, 
N.  H.,  on  April  8,  in  his  forty-ninth 
year.  He  was  born  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  on 
October  17,  1866,  the  only  son  of  Al- 
bert Sanborn  and  Rilla  Cummings 
Sanborn.  Following        preparatory 

study  at  the  Vermont  Academy,  Sax- 
ton's  River,  Vt.,  he  entered  Lehigh  in 
the  fall  of  1886  and  was  graduated  in 
the  course  in  Chemistry  with  the  class 
of  '90.  Mr.  Sanborn's  first  employ- 
ment was  as  chemist  with  the  War- 
wick Iron  Company  at  Pottstown. 
After  several  years  he  became  chemist 
for  a  zinc  company  at  Joplin,  Mo. 
Later  he  was  proprietor  of  a  gas  plant 
at  Rising  City,  Neb.  His  health  fail- 
ing, Mr.  Sanborn  moved  to  New  Eng- 
land where  he  was  proprietor  of  the 
Sunset  Hill  House  and  Postmaster  at 
Compton,  N.  H.  The  survivors  are  the 
widow,  formerly  Mary  A.  Groman,  of 
South  Bethlehem,  and  two  children, 
Rebekah  E.  and  Edgar  C.  Sanborn. 

William  C.  Shoemaker,  C.E.,  '90 

William  C.  Shoemaker,  Secretary  of 
the  Atlas  Sand  &  Gravel  Co.,  Indian- 
apolis, died  at  his  home,  2537  Central 
Avenue,  in  that  city,  on  May  6.  He 
was  born  in  1870,  a  son  of  the  late 
William  A.  and  Eliza  Shoemaker.  He 
entered  Lehigh   University  in   the   fall 
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of  1886  and  received  the  degree  of 
Civil  Engineer  with  the  Class  of  '90. 
In  college  he  was  a  member  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Civil  Engineers  and  of  the  old 
Ace  Club.  Upon  graduating  he  en- 
tered the  employ  of  the  Cincinnati, 
Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railroad,  and 
was  with  this  railroad  for  a  number  of 
years.  Later  he  became  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Indiana  Traction 
Company  and  President  of  the  Car- 
bon Coal  &  Clay  Company.  The  sur- 
vivors are  his  widow,  one  son,  his 
mother,  two  sisters  and  two  brothers. 

Walter  L.  Wilson,  '94 

Walter  Lyne  Wilson,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  Class  of  1894  at  Le- 
high, died  in  a  hospital  at  Norfolk, 
Va.,  on  April  1,  aged  4  5  years.  Mr. 
Wilson  was  a  son  of  the  late  Hon. 
William  L.  Wilson,  postmaster  general 
under  President  Cleveland.  Pie  was  a 
paymaster  in  the  LTnited  States  Navy 
and  was  with  Dewey  at  the  battle  of 
Manila.     His  widow  survives. 

William  W.  Brush,   '05 

Word  has  been  received  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  death  of  William  W. 
Brush,  '05,  at  Fairfax  Courthouse,  Va., 
on  October  25,  1914.  Mr.  Brush  was 
thirty-five  years  old.  He  was  a  student 
in  the  Civil  Engineering  Department 
of  the  University  from  1901  to  1904. 
He  played  left  end  on  the  football 
team  while  in  college  and  was  captain 
of  the  baseball  team  in  1904. 

George  A,  Dunn,  C.E.,  '07 

George  Anthony  Dunn,  who  was 
graduated  from  Lehigh  with  the  de- 
gree of  Civil  Engineer  in  1907,  died  on 
March  30  in  the  St.  Elizabeth  Hos- 
pital, Youngstown,  O.  He  was  taken 
ill  two  days  before  and  did  not  regain 
consciousness.  Death  was  due  to 
Bright's  disease,  with  which  he  was 
first  affected  about  six  years  ago  while 
surveying  in  the  Virginia  mountains. 

Mr.  Dunn  was  born  in  Providence, 
R.  I.,  in  1876,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
D.  Dunn,  now  of  Philadelphia.  He  en- 
tered Lehigh  from  the  Brown  Pre- 
paratory School.  In  college,  where  he 
took  an  active  part  in  student  life,  he 
was  familiarly  known  as  "Pop"  Dunn. 
He    played    football    for    several    years 


and  was  a  member  of  the  'Varsity 
team  of  '05.  In  his  senior  year  he  was 
elected  Athletic  Representative  of  the 
student  body.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Delta  Upsilon  Fraternity.  After 
graduation  he  was  engaged  in  engi- 
neering work  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  and  recently  was  employed 
with  the  Duquesne  Contracting  Com- 
pany at  Youngstown,  O. 

Ray  Sands  jSTostrand,  '17 

Ray  Sands  Nostrand,  a  member  of 
the  Class  of  1917  in  the  University, 
died  on  Saturday,  June  19,  in  the 
home  of  his  parents,  Benjamin  B.  Nos- 
trand, jr.,  M.E.,  '78,  and  Mrs.  Nos- 
trand, in  Peekskill,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Nos- 
trand's  illness  began  last  winter  with  a 
case  of  jaundice  from  which  diabetes 
developed.  He  was  born  on  December 
9,  1894.  Preparing  at  the  Mohegan 
Lake  School  and  the  Philips  Andover 
Academy,  he  entered  Lehigh  in  Sep- 
tember, 1913,  in  the  course  in  Mining 
Engineering.  He  was  on  the  staff  of 
"The  Burr"  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Mandolin  Club.  He  took  part  in  track 
athletics. 

Following  funeral  services  in  Peeks- 
kill,  on  June  21,  the  body  was  taken 
to  South  Bethlehem  where  a  service 
was  held  at  the  Kappa  Alpha  Lodge 
on  June  2  3.  Interment  was  made  in 
the  Niskey  Hill  Cemetery.  The  pall- 
bearers were  members  of  the  Kappa 
Alpha  Lodge. 

F.  W.  Spanutius,  Fonner  Instructor 

Frederick  W.  Spanutius,  who  was 
instructor  in  Chemistry  at  Lehigh 
from  1892  to  1903,  died  on  June  19  at 
Hastings-on-Hudson,  N.  Y.  The  fun- 
eral was  held  on  June  23  from  the 
home  of  his  father-in-law,  Daniel 
Ramsey,  842  Seneca  Street,  South 
Bethlehem,  and  interment  was  made 
in  Niskey  Hill  Cemetery.

The  University  Library  is  in  receipt 
of  a  bound  volume  of  "Proceedings 
connected  with  the  Testimonial  pre- 
sented to  Thomas  Messinger  Drown, 
M.D.,  Secretary  of  the  American  In- 
stitute of  Mining  Engineers,  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Institute,  at  Montreal,  Sep- 
tember 18,  1879."  During  the  fire  that 
destroyed  Pardee  Hall,  Lafayette  Col- 
lege, in  the  summer  of  1879,  Dr.

Training  of  Teachers  at  Lelxigh 

"The  Professional  Training  of 
Teachers"  is  the  subject  of  a  leaflet 
recently  issued  by  the  University  de- 
scriptive of  the  Courses  in  Education. 
The  following  are  several  paragraphs 
from  the  leaflet. 

"Before  lie  has  hiad  experience,  the  student 
can  digest  but  little  pedagogical  theory.  An 
excess  of  strictly  professional  training  not 
only  subtracts  from  the  time  devoted  to  the 
subjects  he  will  teach  on  graduation  ;  it  also 
tends  to  direct  the  undergraduate  toward  the 
study  of  educational  philosophy,  rather  than 
to  the  acquisition  of  skill  in  teaching  school. 

"At  Lehigh  we  hope  that  our  courses  in 
Education  will  save  the  beginner  from  funda- 
mental errors  of  attitude  and  method.  To 
this  end,  practice  teachihg  must  always  be 
the  chief  means.  We  have  put  into  effect.  In 
cooperation  with  Superintendent  Cleaver,  a 
plan  whereby  each  student  may  receive  as 
much  as  ninety  hours  of  practice  teaching  in 
the  Bethlehem  Public  Schools.  Our  Lehigh 
Evening  School  also  provides  practice  teach- 
ing to  our  students  in  Education.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  practice  teaching,  which  is  con- 
ducted under  supervision,  we  expect  every 
student  who  will  teach  to  complete  courses 
in  Psychology,  Philosophy  (including  Ethics 
and  Logic),  History  of  Education  and  the 
Principles  of  Education.  These,  together, 
more  than  fulfill  the  demands  of  the  State 
for  the  provisional  college  graduate  certifi- 
cate. 

"Courses  have  been  carefully  outlined  and 
put  into  effect  which  prepare  the  future 
teacher  to  specialize  in  any  of  the  following : 
Mathematical  Science ;  one  or  more  of  the 
Natural  Sciences ;  Literature  and  History, 
Ancient  or  Modern  Languages,  Commercial 
Education.  Needness  to  ,say,  with  its  new 
gymnasium,  swimming  pool,  and  athletic 
fields,  and  its  Department  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion, Lehigh  is  well  equipped  to  train  di- 
rectors of  boys'  athletics."

Comments    of    Critics    ou    the    Great 
Musical  Event  at  Lehigh 

Lehigh  University  was  the  Mecca, 
on  May  28  and  29,  for  hundreds  of 
niusica.1  lovers  from  a  score  of  states 
for  the  tenth  Bach  Festival.  Under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  Fred.  Wolle, 
founder  and  conductor  of  the  Festi- 
vals, the  Bach  Choir  of  206  voices  ren- 
dered the  St.  John  Passion  and  the 
Mass  in  B  Minor,  with  accompaniment 
bj^  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  by 
T.  Edgar  Shields,  organist. 

Much  attention  was  given  the  Festi- 
val in  leading  papers  and  magazines 
of  the  countrj\  The  following  are 
brief  extracts  from  lengthy  articles: 

Dr.  Lyman  Abbott,  in  "The  Out- 
look," June  9: 

"Discontinued  in  Bethlehem,  across  the 
river,  when  Mr.  Wolle  went  to  California  to 
take  charge  of  the  music  at  the  University 
of  California,  the  annual  Bach  Festival  which 
was  instituted  in  1900,  was  revived  at  Lehigh 
on  his  return,  thanks  to  the  musical  enter- 
prise of  Dr.  H.  S.  Drinker,  the  President  of 
the  University,  and  Mr.  Charles  M.  Schwab, 
of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  .  .  .  Rehearsals 
throughout  the  year  have  rendered  the  chorus 
as  nearly  perfect  as  it  is  given  to  a  body  of 
some  two  hundred  singers  to  be.  .  .  .  Bach 
expected  the  impossible  from  his  singers  and 
Mr.  Wolle  got  it  from  them." 

Henry  T.  Finck,  in  the  "New  York 
Evening  Post,"  May  31: 

"Among  the  many  music  festivals  given  in 
this  country  every  year  none  is  more  notable 
than  the  Bach  Festival  at  Bethlehem,  Pa.  .  .  . 

"For  a  chorus  to  master  the  scores  of  Bach 
thoroughly,  months  of  hard  and  devoted  work 
are  necessary  under  a  conductor  who  is  both 
a  scholar  and  an  enthusiast.  Such  a  con- 
ductor is  Dr.  W^olle.  He  has  made  a  specialty 
of  Bach,  and  it  may  be  said  at  once  that  he 
has  trained  a  choir  which  for  euphony,  pre- 
cision, and  dramatic  eloquence  equals  the 
famous  Toronto  Choir  of  Dr.  Voght.  .  .  . 

"If  applause  were  allowed  in  a  church  (the 
performance  was  givfen  in  the  Packer  Me- 
morial Church  of  LeTiigh  University)  the 
singers  would  doubtless  have  been  amply  re- 
warded for  their  sincere  and  often  most 
praiseworthy  efforts  to  cope  with  their  un- 
grateful tasks — ungrateful,  that  is,  from  the 
technical  point  of  view  only,  for  most  the 
airs  assigned  to  the  singers  are  of  great 
beauty.  .  .  . 

"The  second  Brandenburg  concerto  .  .  . 
was  followed  by  the  chorus  'World,  Fare- 
well,' in  which  Dr.  Wolle  secured  from  his 
singers  a  most  exquisite  pianissimo — the 
highest  test  of  choral  proficiency.  There  are 
no    expression   marks    in    Bach's   music,    this 


important  matter  being  left  to  the  conductor. 
Dr.  Wolle  showed  good  judgment  and  taste  in 
this  matter,  steering  a  safe  middle  course  be- 
tween those  who  interpret  Bach  mechanically 
and  those  who  over-sentimentalize.  There 
were  some  wonderful  floating  sound  effects  in 
the  Golgotha  section,  and  nothing  could  have 
been  more  sublime  and  thrilling  than  the 
performance  of  the  splendidly  dramatic 
"Crucify"  which  forms  the  climax  of  the 
whole  work.  To  hear  this,  and  the  'Away 
with  Him,'  would  alone  have  been  worth  a 
trip  to  Bethlehem." 

W.  J.  Henderson,  in  the  "New  York 
Sun,"  May  31: 

"Lehigh  University  "now  took  up  the  sup- 
port of  the  discontinued  festivals  and  Charles 
M.  Schwab,  one  of  the  trustees  of  Lehigh, 
began  to  devote  much  of  his  personal  ener- 
gies to  helping  the  good  cause.  In  the  past 
three  years  two  day  festivals  have  been  given 
and  the  Bach  Choir  of  Bethlehem  has  re- 
sumed its  important  place  in  the  world  of 
music.  .  .  . 

"Previous  to  each  session  the  Bethlehem 
trombone  choir  played  Bach  chorales  in  the 
tower  of  the  church,  while  the  visitors  stood 
under  the  trees  of  the  beautiful  Lehigh 
campus  and  listened.  When  these  sonorous 
old  chantings  of  the  spirit  of  the  Reforma- 
tion were  ended  the  audience  passed  into  the 
church.  The  arrangements  were  all  admir- 
ably planned.  Access  to  the  entrance  for 
carriages  and  automobiles  was  ample  and 
perfectly  policed.  Lehigh  students  performed 
the  duties  of  ushers  efficiently  and  the  con- 
certs began  promptly.  Naturally  no  ap- 
plause was  permitted.  Silence  reigned  in  the 
body  of  the  church  and  the  majestic  concep- 
tions of  Bach  unfolded  themselves  in  their 
perfect  and  unbroken  continuity.  .  .  . 

"Because  of  its  concentration  of  aim  and 
its  sincerity  of  spirit  the  Bethlehem  festival 
occupies  a  most  important  place  in  the  musi- 
cal activities  of  the  United  States." 

Fullerton  L.  Waldo,  in  the  "Phila- 
delphia Public  Ledger,"  May  31: 

"All  the  best  qualities  of  the  choir's  work 
and  Doctor  Wolle's  inspiration  came  to  the 
fore  in  such  eminent  passages  as  the  'Patrem 
omnipotentem'  or  the  'Confiteor,'  in  the 
Credo  ;  in  the  'Sanctus,'  with  its  sharp  con- 
trast of  dynamics  between  the  plangent 
basses  and  the  delicious  softness  of  the 
soprano-alto  rejoinder  ;  in  the  solemn  pathos 
of  the  final  intercession  for  peace  that  was  as 
a  prayer.  A  tremendous  fortissimo  was  that 
of  the  trumpets  and  the  tympani  and  the 
organ's  diapason  ;  it  might  indeed  have  been 
annunciatory  of  the  'Dies  Irae.'  Did  ever 
the  same  number  of  bass  singers — and  one 
might  as  well  say  tenors,  or  altos,  or  so- 
pranos, for  that  matter — lift  such  a  volume 
of  sound  with  all  their  souls  and  voices  as 
these  singers  of  Bethlehem  at  their  leader's 
behest?  Not  less  astonishfng  and  thrilling 
was  the  pianissimo  at  the  other  end  of  the 
pneumatic  and  dynamic  gamut ;  the  singing 
with  lips  closed  was  as  the  sound  of  a  vast 
Aeolian  harp  'as  the  breezes  blow  through  a 
tree,'  and  it  was  hard  to  believe  the  sound 
was  choral  and  not  instrumental." 
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Richard  Aldrich,  in  tlie  "New  York 
Times,"  May  30: 

"The  performances  were  of  a  kind  to  make 
a  deep  impression  on  the  listeners,  who  filled 
the  Packer  Memorial  Church  on  the  beautiful 
campus  of  Lehigh  University.  .  .  .  The  most 
significant  feature  of  the  performance  was 
the  admira,ble  singing  of  the  chorus ;  its  en- 
thusiasm, its  thorough  preparation,  its  com- 
plete knowledge  of  the  music — music  which 
offers  great  difficultie'fe  and  rquires  a  special 
familiarity  with  its  style.  These  qualities 
have  always  characterized  the  singing  of  Dr. 
Wolle's  Bach  Choir.  It  can  now  be  said  that 
the  material  of  the  chorus,  the  average 
quality  of  the  voices,  the  beauty  of  its  tone, 
the  balance  of  its  parts,  are  much  superior 
to  what  they  were  in  years  gone  by." 

M.  A.  DeWolfe  Howe,  '86,  in  the 
"Boston  Evening  Transcript,"  June  2: 

"The  grounds  and  buildings  of  a  richly 
equipped  university,  with  aspirations  beyond 
those  for  the  most  effective  technical  educa- 
tion, provide  a  perfect  setting  for  such  a 
festival.  The  president  of  the  University,  Dr. 
Henry  Sturgis  Drinker,  is  president  of  the 
Bach  Choir.  Three  members  of  the  Lehigh 
board  of  trustees  are  members  of  the  Bach 
executive  committee.  Dr.  Wolle,  founder  of 
the  festival,  was  for  eighteen  years  organist 
of  the  University.  The  present  University 
organist,  Mr.  T.  Edgar  Shields,  is  the  present 
organist  of  the  choir. 

"The  heavy  expenses  now  entailed  in  the 
securing  of  competent  soloists  and  orchestral 
players  for  the  Festival  could  hardly  be  met 
without  the  aid  of  public-spirited  individuals. 
Of  these,  chiefly  residents  of  the  Bethlehems, 
Mr.  Charles  M.  Schwab,  president  of  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation,  is  known  to 
bear  the  heaviest  single  burden."    • 

Julius  Hartt,  in  the  "Hartford, 
Conn.,  Daily  Times,"  May  31: 

"Musical  pilgrims  from  a  score  of  states 
attended  the  tenth  Bach  festival  at  Lehigh 
University,  South  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  on  Friday 
and  Saturday.  .  .  . 

"The  Bach  Choir  concerns  itself  little  with 
elocutional  musical  artifices.  These  singers 
have  learned  that  the  technicalities  of  chorus 
delivery  are  but  art  skeletons.  The  bones  do 
not  rattle.  The  choir  has  been  wonderfully 
trained  in  all  the  mechanical  details  of 
chorus  singing.  Rhythmic  and  dynamic 
nuancing  have  been  carried  to  a  point  of 
extraordinary  efficiency.  But  the  great  and 
distinctive  thing  about  it  is  that  this  superb 
mechanical  efliciency  has  become  entirely 
tributary  to  and  swallowed  up  in  spiritual 
and  artistic  comprehension.  .  .  . 

"Nothing  more  beautiful,  nothing  more  up- 
lifting has  been  accomplished  in  the  history 
of  musical  art  in  America  than  the  1915 
Bach  festival  of  the  Bach  Choir  of  Bethle- 
hem." 

E.  V.  Chamberlain,  in  the  "Phila- 
delphia Press,"  May  29: 

"Comment  among  the  enthusiasts  who  have 
been  in  attendance  on  this  festival  reveals  a 
pretty  general  impression  that  in  some  re- 
spects it  was  the  most  successful  in  point  of 


artistic  achievement  in  the  history  of  choral 
music  in  America." 

Clarence  Lucas,  in  the  "Musical 
Courier,"  June  2: 

"In  imagination  one  can  fancy  the  musical 
historian  of  the  future  writing  about  old 
Bethlehem  and  the  remembered  J.  Fred 
Wolle,  who  made  his  native  city  famous  for 
the  study  of  Bach's  music  in  the  uncouth  age 
in  which  he  lived,  and  who  kept  a  glimmer- 
ing lamp  of  art  trimmed  and  burning  during 
the  dark  and  stormy  days  of  the  great  "World 
War." 


Student  Military  Instruction  Camps 

Lehigh  is  represented'  by  a  good 
sized  delegation  of  students  at  the 
Student  Military  Instruction  Camp  at 
Plattsburg,  N.  Y.  General  Wood 
states  that  there  is  an  enrollment  of 
more  than  7  00  at  the  Plattsburg  camp 
on  the  shores  of  Lake  Champlain,  with 
about  200  at  the  Ludington  camp  on 
the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Mlichigan. 
There  is  a  third  camp  at  Monterey, 
Cal. 

In  the  establishment  and  promotion 
of  these  camps,  Lehigh  University  has 
taken  an  active  part  in  aiding  the  War 
Department,  from  an  educational 
standpoint.  They  give  an  excellent 
outing  for  college  students,  five  weeks 
under  tent,  with  well-ordered  sianitary 
arrangements,  good  food,  and  over- 
sight by  selected  army  officers — all  at 
a  very  small  cost. 

This  year  the  student  camps  are  to 
be  followed  by  campa  for  similar  train- 
ing for  business  men.  These  have 
been  arranged!  owing  to  the  pressure 
of  applications  from  -business  men  for 
permission  to  join  in  with  the  students. 
The  demand  became  so  considerable 
that  it  was  deemed  adivisable  toi  estab- 
lish separate  camps. 

President  Drinker  is  President  of  the 
Student  National  Reserve  Corps, 
formed  by  the  students  attending  the 
camps  in  the  summers  of  1'913  and 
1914,  and  is  a  member  and  Secretary 
of  the  University  Presidents  Advisory 
Committee  on  the  camps,  which  is 
composed  of  the  Presldiehts  of  Har- 
vard, Yale,  Princeton,  of  the  Universi- 
ties of  the  State  of  New  York,  Ala- 
bama, Michigan,  Illinois,  and/  Cali- 
fornia, of  Cornell  and  Vanderbilt,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Virginia  Mili- 
tary Institute,  and  the  President  of 
Lehigh.
